Inquiry  for  ATierican  apples  was  good.    Barreled  apple  supplies 
were  very  light,  the  offeriuj^s  amoujitinH;  to  onl'y  pbout  1,0^0  "bar- 
rels.   Iv:Dst  of  these  consisted  of  Vir.::^inia  Alocmarle  Pippins. 
Ahout  19,300  "boxes  were  offered  at  the  auction,'  the'  ■oul',:  o.r  which 
Was  composed  of  Orpgon  llewtqwns.     Small  quantities  of  Vir.einia  Wine- 
saps,  Few  York  Baldwins  and  Washington  7inesaps  m^de  up  the  "balance 
of  the  supplies.     The  condition  of  the  fruif  was  generally  satis- 
factory. 


Supplies  of  American  apioles  were  ver.y  light  at  London  on 
Wednesday,  a"bout  the  only  variety  offered,'  in  any  am.ount ,  "being 
Oregon  Newtowns.    These  sold  at  lower  prices  than  those  ruling  at 
Liverpool  for  the  sam.e  variety  and  slightly  lower  than  la.st  week' s 
London  prices.    The  condition  of  the  frait  ^."5,3  good.  Ccnsiderahle 
qt^aJitities'  of  Australian  and  !Tew  Zealand  apples  are  now  availa'ble 
on  the  British  mar^rets,  particularly  London.    'This  will  "be  the  last 
apple  price  repo'rt  of  the  season. 

Supplies  of  Am-rican  pea.rs  were  Tery  li.eht  at  Liverpool  and 
consisted  alm.ost  entirely  of  Oregon  V^Tinter  Fpiis.    vhp  offerings 
am.ounted  to  around  520  hoxes.    These  m^et  with  a  keen  demand  and 
prices  wnre  hi-^her  than  last  week.     The  range  was  from  $4.25  to 
$4.87  per  "box.
